A.n Arizona hunter, named John Mc- 


Cavty, has taken into Presoott a mummy 
that is believed to antedate the Indians, and 
is of a decidedly different type. 
He found 


it while hunting a lion, which he had treed 
and brought down, in the Verde canyon. In 


cliff dwelling he had found a sealed 


chamber, 7 by 9 feet. Tearing it open he | 
met a ghastly sight. 
It was his mummy 


skeleton on a soapweed mat, with the body 
upright and head ereet, the long arms 
hanging straight down from the shoulders. 
In life he was about 5 feet 7 inches high. 
In one hand was grasped a stone axe, in the 
other a bundle of barbed, flint-headed ar- 
rows. As the air rushed into the vault the 
rawhide shafts of the arrow-heads and the 
rawhide handle of the ax crumbled to ashes, 
as did the mat and the mantle which covered 
the mummy. The 6ne-brown hair, about 
two feet in length, fell from the head. 
In 


the cave were found several earthenware 
bowls, a tortoise shell and about ¥1800 
worth of the best grade turquoise in the 
rough, just as it was token from the ledge, 
The pieces ranged in size from the dimens- 
ions of a walnut to those of a hen's egg.

NAPOLEON'S DOWNFALL. 


is Final Days In Paris and Hta Plan 


For Fleeing: to America. 


The news of Ligny had been received in 


thu city with jubilations. At the .instant 
of his itrrlval tho truth about Mont St. 
Jean was passing all too swiftly on the 
1,000 
tongues of rumor from quarter to 


qiwrtor throughout the town, creating 
consternation everywhere. Early in the 
morning Dnvout, fully aware of public 
ioutlmont and true to his instincts, iid- 
cisod the shrinking emperor to prorogue 
the chambers and throw himself on the 
vrmy. Curnot believed the public safety 
required a dictatorship and urged it. Lu- 
oien was strongly of the same opinion. 
But the old Napoleon was no more. Vacil- 
lating almost aa if in partial catalepsy, 
murmuring empty phrases in quick, in- 
distinct utterance, be refused to deuido. 


Members of the council began to gain 


idmittunce, and, wasting bolder as Napo- 
eou grew more silentt, the word "abdica- 
rj-oii" was soon on every tongue. At last a 
decision was takon, amd such a one. Lu- 
cieu was sent to parleywith the chambers, 
and Foucho was summoned. The latter, 
with insidious eloquence, argued that in 
the legislature alone comld Napoleon find 
a support to his throne. 
The talk was re- 


jorted, as if by magic, in the assembly 
halls, and Lafayette, supported by Con- 
stant, put through a motion that, any at- 
enipt to dissolve the chambers would be 
considered treason. Lucien pleaded in vain 
or a commission to treat with the Invad- 
jrs in his brother's name. The deputies 
vppointed a committee of public safety and 
adjourned. 


Broken in spirit, Napoleon spent the 


ivcning in moody speculation, weighing 
and balancing, but never deciding. On 


uue 26 the fallen man withdrew to Mal- 
naison, where, in the society of Queen 
lortcnse and a few faithful friends, for 
our days he abandoned himself during 
ong intervals-to the sad memories of the 
luce. But he also wrote a farewell ad- 
jess to the anmy, and, in, constant com- 
munication wifch a committee of the gov- 
rnment, completed a plan for escaping to 
ho United States. For this purpose two 
rigates were put at the disposal of "him 
vho hud lately been emperor." 


A'll was readjy on the 20th. That day a 


lassing regiment shouted, "Long life to 
he omperorl" and, in a last despairing 
ffort, Napoleon sent an offer of his serv- 
cos as a simple general to save Paris and 
ofoat the allies, who, though approaoh- 
ng the capital, were now separated. 
Fouche returned an insulting answer to 
he efifcct that the government oould no 
ouger be responsible for the petitioner's 
afety. Then at last Napoleon knew that 
11 was, over in that quarter.

PLAY AND CHARACTER. 


In His Diversions a Man Will Be Himself 


Simply and Unaffectedly. 


"It is not to be inferred that because 


play i§ our normal condition it Is there- 
fore an experience to be indulged in with- 
out discrimination," writes Hev. Charles 
H. Parkhurst, D. D., in an article o 
"The Young Man at Play," in The La 
dies' Home Journal. "Because play is th 
absence of constraint a man in his pla 
will be himself sincerely and unaffectedly 
In play there is no affectation. If indulge* 
in without consideration, its characte 
will denote perfectly the character of th 
player. He will sink or rise in it to hi 
true level. One may do very good wor 
and commit himself to reputable and mag 
niflcent purposes, and yet in the interval 
of enterprise may fall to an exceedingly 
low key—be a grand worker, but a de 
graded player. That is because work i 
subject to constraint, and play (so far 
forth) ia not. 


'' The only way we can exactly determim 


our own character is by noticing what i 
is we do when we arc doing exactly wha 
we want to do—that is, what we do when 
we are at play. There is no criterion of a 
man's quality so accurate as his amuse 
ments, for in them there is the renuncin 
tion of disguises. Our real inwardness dis 
closes itsolf not in what wo do, but in whai 
we perfectly enjoy doing. This test is rath 
er a severe one and is, perhaps, calculated 
to make the average man flinch. The 
strength of a man's mind cannot be esti- 
mated by the books he dovotes himself to 
when lie is studiously at work, but by 
those ho is absorbed in when ho is reading 
for the pleasure of it." 


upon tho ground, and which only 


grows when it finds a resting place on a 
rook or a fence, or on another tree, where 
there is not a particle of earth or moisture, 
and in all the West India forests this tree is 
the greatest criminal. It has a long and 
beautiful Latin name, which, it might be 
supposed, would have some subduing in- 
fluence upon it, but It does not seem to. 
This plant is the wild flg. 


Let us imagine that some hungry bird, 


taking in its beak one of these flga, flies 
to a neighboring tree, and, alighting on a 
lofty branch, eats the fruit One seed is 
left. 
The sun is warm and the air moist, 


and after awhile the tiny germ begins to 
sprout, and the minute leaves, breaking 
their thin shell, shoot upward — tender lit- 
tle innocent, putting up its slender arms 
in a "please help me" sort of way, while 
its spiderlike legs are reaching out to get 
a firm hold on its aerial home. The little 
plant seems so liar in less and the hospita- 
ble forest giant cannot know to what a 
robber and monster it has given a resting 
place. 
After awhile tho fig sends up a 


stem, and its root, peeping over the edge 
of the lofty branch, finds the ground 80 or 
100 feet below. But nature has endowed 
thise sprig with daring, and, nothing 
daunted, the slender thread leaps into the 
air, and, feeding upon the moisture with 
which the hot atmosphere is laden, it drops 


i elowly and boldly to the ground and here 
takes root As the plant grows it lets fall 
other long feeders, one by one, which de- 
scend to the earth. Some of the tentacles 
have by this time found that the tree itself 
affords an easy descent, and one day a root 
starts along tho branch, and, reaching the 
trunk, trips lightly down its spiral stairs 
and thus reaches the soil. Others, finding 
this way so easy, follow, and so the roots 
increase in number and size, nourishing 
their master above. It has now grown in 
strength and vigor, and, wrapping them- 
selves around the trunk of the tree that 
supports them, the roots strain and press 
upon it cruelly. It is a struggle for life, 
but their forest host is doomed. Slowly 
and suraly they envelop it 
The embrace 


of the flg is death. At last tho great tree 
dies, and little by little, rotting branch by 
branch, it falls to pieces, and its place la 
taken by the ogre that has strangled it. 


The wild flg belongs to the same family 


as the banyan. It is found in the East and 
West Indies and in Australia and has the 
same destructive habits everywhere. Some- 
times it grows to an immense size. The 
wood is soft, and the natives make bowls, 
trays and spoons of it. 
The fruit is about 


as large as an apricot. — Eustace B. Rog- 
ers in St. Nicholas. 


A TRUE HERO. 


or Valor Were Dearer Than life 


to Surgeon McKollsr. 


I BBW in Plevna one of the most extraor- 


dinary bite of human valor I ever beheld, 
an act that, to my mind, deserves to be 
recorded over and over again. 
The hospi- 


tals wore In an absolutely unspeakable 
condition. There were men on the beds, 
under the beds and between the beds. 
Cholera was there, and fever and smallpox 
and every imaginable kind of horror. The 
hospital service was altogether incomplete. 


When our party reached the town, the 


one ycung'Irish doctor who had charge of 
the hospital was without a drop of chloro- 
form, 
without a surgical instrument 


which would'do its duty, without an inch 
of oharpie or an Inch of bandage. He was 
e young fellow of extraordinary valor, as 
he proved over and over again in the 
course of tho campaign, but when we 
reached him he was almost on tho verge 
of suicide. 


The chief surgeon of our party was Dr. 


MoKellar, now second in command at St. 
Thomas' hospital, London. One day while 
the flght wat, going on in the trenches he 
removed 26 limbs. The state of the hospi- 
tal made It Impossible to operate indoors 
and he had to set up a rough operating ta- 
ble under the shadow of a mud wall which 
surrounded the hospital square and car- 
ried on his work there. The operations 
•were hastily performed, and he was blood 
from head to heel, like a butcher. 


I was walking up and down the square 


with a companion, when a siege shell 
struck the wall and knocked a hole in it 
through which a hansoim cab might have 
been driven. It struck within a dozen 
yards of MoKellar, who was at that In- 
stant in the act of tying up an artery.
